 President Taft Takes Oath of Office in
Senate Chamber Because of Blinding
Snow Storm Raging Without.

‘Washington, Special.—With all
the homage that assembled thowands,
representative of every State, almost
every hamlet, of the nation corld pay,
the acmampaniment of martia musie,
the rythmic tramp of soldiers’ feet,
the ocho of saluting guns, the un-
checked enthusiasm privilezed only
to a free people of a grest republie,
William Howard Taft, of Ohio,
Thursday beeame the tw:nty-seventh
President of the United States,

And not without its ifluence upon
the day and the epoch-making event
was the exit of Theolore Roosevell
heralded by countless admirers for
Beven years past as fie most pietur-
esque, the most virile and one of the
greatest figures ever upon the slage
of Amecrican public life,

Panoramic Jeccrations.
The inspiring medley of national
wirs, of folk song, of blood-stirring

lifted, unfalteringly attered the oath
of office,

1 do solemnly svear that I will
faithfully exeente the office of Pres-
ident of the United States, and will
to the best of mv ahili:y preseive, pro-
teet, and defend the Constitution of
the United States,”’ kissed an open
Bible in the hands >f Chief Justice
Melville W. Fuller, and stood erect
—President of the greatest nation on
earth.

After his inaigural address
hundreds pressed sbout to arasp
his hand, until at hst he slipped

away to the Presideit’s room in the
Senate, where he rested a few min-
utes before beginniyg the return to
the White House.

Roosevelt Withdraws,

The retiring President loath to di-
vide the honor with his suceessor,
quietly began the journey to the
Union Station, where he took a spec-
ial train for Oyster Bay.

The new President and Mrs. Taft
were alone in the first carriage, and

the drive from the Capitol to the

marches, foats over a kaleidscopie

panorama of red, white and blue;

fluttering lags, wind-flapping bunt- |

g, every form and manner of dee-
oration tlat ecould he devised in
honor of the nation’s ehief pays its
silent triute to the day.

By dusl the pageant passing in con-
stant review before the Court of
Honor lad its end; the light of day
yielded the secpter to the most gor-
geous and brilliant illumination of
the Capitol ever attempted; the hiss
of skyrocket, the jubilant erack and

m of every form of pyrotechnic
d_evm was heard; the rumble of car-
riages, the shouted command of ef-
ficers, the beginning of the inaugual
ball, came in for their own.

Tie escort from the White House
to :he Capitol consisted of members
of the G. A. R., United Spanish War
Veterans, and the Army and Navy
Uhion.

The Vice President entered the
Benate chamber just before noon,
and in a speech filled with emotion

oxpressed his regret at,parting with
that body. The scene was an affect-
ing one.

Vice President Sherman.

Vice President Fairbanks, in his
most impressive manner, then admin-
istered the oath to his successor. This
impressive feature over, Mr. Fair-
banks handed the gavel to Viee
President Sherman, the retiring Viee
President taking a seat near Speaker
Cannon.  Mr. Sherman then began
his short inaugural address.

At its conmclusion he administered
the oath of the new Senators, some
of them re-elected, and then formal-
ly adjourned ‘the Senate. Gradually
the ptocession began to move to the
Senate Chamber where President-
elect Taft was indueted into office.

Takes the Oath.

In all the day replete with history-
making events the one great supreme
moment was that when the shonting
thousands ceased their acelaim, a
solemn hush fell oyer the multitude,
and the President-elect with hand up-

avenue consumed only about fifteen
minutes.

Immediately after a hasty lunch-
eon the Presidential party proceeded
down the curved walk at the western
side of the White House grounds and
took their position in the reviewing
stand in the Court of Honor.

The parade was several miles in
length, and was more than three
hours in passing the reviewing point.
It formed in streets surrour ling the
capitol.

‘Who Made Up the Parade.

The greatest event in the life of
William Howard Taft, now President
of the United States, was now practi-
cally over. More than 22,000 soldiers
and sailors, regular and volunteer,
and more than 9,000 members of
civic organizations were in the great
parade, a total of nearly 32,000 per-

sons,
Pyrotechnics.

The fireworks programme, which
began at 8:30 o’clock contained fifty
numbers, and embraced 1,000 rocket
bombs, 500 batteries,
lights, 2 tons of colored fire, 50 bal-
loons, 10,000 Roman candles, and 750
sky rockets. One of the unique fea-
tures was a pillar of light 100 feet
high, which was seen for miles
around. The Star Spangled Banner
was unfurled 1,000 feet in the air and
the word, ‘‘Taft’’ appeared in let-
ters of fire in the sky. This feature
was accompanied by an aerial salute
of twenty-one guns. The most spec-
tacular piece was a ‘“battle in the
skies.’’

President Taft Leads the Dance.

President Taft and Vice President
Sherman arrived at the ball at 9:30
p. m., when the grand march began,
which was led by Mr. Taft, who also
danced in the first waltz. The bril-
liant uniforms of the army and navy
the gorgeous dress of the diplomatie
corps, and the expensive ecostumes of
the women, all went to make a scene
that will long linger in the memories

THE NEW CABINET

Statesmen Who Wi'i Be Taft’'s Coun-
sellors.

Of great interest to the country at
this time is the Cabinet which is to
be President Taft's oflicial family for
the present administration. The
following sketches of the wen chosen
by the incoming president, are taken
from a recent artiele in the Philadel-
phia Record.

Secrctary of State.

Philander Chase Knox was born
at Brownsivlle Pa., in 1835. He
graduated at Mt. Union College,

Ohio, in 1872: was admitted to the
bar in 1875. From 1876 to 1S77 he
was assistant United States distrieg
attorney. In 1901 he was appointed

Attorney General of the United
States by President MeKinley and
retained the post under Presidents

McKinley and Roosevelt until 1904,
when he was appointed by Governor
Pennypacker to suceeed the late M.
S. Quay as United Siates  senator
from Pepnsylvania. Ie has been in
the Senate ever since.
Sccretary of the Treasury.

Franklin MaeVeagh, a brother of
Wayne MaeVeagh, who was a mem-
ber of the Garfield cabinet, was born
in Chester countv, Pennsvlvania, and
graduated in 1862 from Yale and in
1864 from the Columbia Law Schonl,
On account of ill-health gave up the

profession and went to Chicago,
where he embarked in  mereantile
pursuits. He was Democratic condi-

date for the TUnited States senate
from Tillionois in 1894 but was de-
feated. TFe is president of the* Bu-
rean of Charities and Municipal Art
is a member of the exceut've com-
mittee of the National Civie Federa-
tion and is vice-president of the Am-
erican Civie Assoeiation.
Secretary of War.

Jacoh  MeGavoe Dickinson was
born at Columbus, Miss., in 1851,
and graduated frem the University
of Nashville in 1871. He served sev-
eral times by special commission of
the Tennessee supreme court. From
1895 to 1897 !e was assistant attor-
nev general of the United States. In
polites he has generally heen a Demo-

erat. He will be appointed as from
Tennesec. He is president of the
American  Bar  Association,  He

weizhs 270 pounds and is 6 feet 3
inches in height. He is wealthy. He
and Mr. Taft call each other <¢Bil}”’
and ““Jake."?

Attorney General.

George W. Wickersham is a native
of Pennsylavnia, was born in Pitts-
burg in 1838, He eraduated at the
University of Pennsylvania, with the
degree of L.L. B. in 1880, In Martiz-
dale’s Anerican Law Directory he is
rated as “‘very good’’ in legzal ability
and ““very I’¢h’ under the elassifi-
cation  of  recommendations—these
are the highest and most landable
ratings contaimned in the direetory.
Mr. Wickersham has been particular-
ly prominent in corporation law. and
in this respeet resembles his two pre-
decessors—Senator Knox and Sena-
tor-elect Root,

Postmaster General.

Frank Harris Hiteheock has been a
government oflicial nearly ever since
he graduated from Harvard in 1801,
He was born in 1867. He held various
clerkships, bureau chieftainships, ete.
and finally became assistant post-
master general. He fook charece of
the campaign of George B. Cortel-
you for the presidential nomination.
but when this boom was squelched
was invited to become manager for
the Taft boom which he did.

Secretary of the Navy,

George Von Lengerke Meyer, now
postmaster general, was horn in 1958,
graduated from Harvard in 1879. He
is very wealthv. He was speaker of
the house in Massachusetts in 1394,
and was appointed ambassador to
Italy in 1000. In 1905 he was trans-
ferred to Russia, and iu 1807 was re-
called to beceme a member of Presi-
dent Roosevelt’s eabinet.

Becretary of the Interior.

Richard Achiles Ballinger
born in Ohio in 1858, and after
graduating in 1886 from Williams
College, Massachusetts, removed to
Seattle, Wash. He has written a
number of volumes upon the law,
seved one term as a superior court
judge, ona term as mayor of Seattle,
and has since 1907 been commissioner
of the general land office.

Becretary of Agriculture.

James Wilson is a Scotchman, and
therefore the one man in the eabine
who could not succeed to the presi-
dency. He was born in 1835, and
came to the United States in 1852,
settling in Connectienut, but went to
Towa, where he engaged in farming.
He has been secretary of agriculture
since 1807 and his appointment to
the Taft eabinet will give him a ree-
ord unparalleled in cabinet service.
Becretary of Commerce and Labor.

Charles Nacel, of Si. Lonis, is a
native of Texas and has earned a

fortune in the practice of law. His
legal practice has heen largely for
corporations. Mr. Nagle is extreme-
ly tall and slender. thin-faced, brown
hair and mustache mixed with gray.
He was bhorn in 1849, He did not
receive a college >ducation, but spent
one vear in the TUniversity of Rerlin,
where he studied Roman law, politi-
cal economy, ete. After studving
abroad he returned to St. Louis in
1873 and served as a member of the
Missonri legislature and as president

was

. of the Bt. Louis ¢ity couneil.

STORM CUTS WIDE SWATH

8everal North Qarolina Tov-:s Swept
by Furious Gale, Accompanied by
Rain, Hail and Snow—Freight
Train Blown From the Track at
Dudley, on the Atlantic Coast Line.
Goldsboro, N.  C., Special—With
the suddenness of a eyelone and the
speed of a hurricane a storm eame up
out of the west about 1 o'clock Wed-
nesday and swept the city with wind,
dust, min and hail for a half hour,
with almost unprecedented fury, put-
ting the cleetric wires out of commis-
sion and leveling some garden fences
with the ground in severnl seetions
of the town, Many smoke stacks
and roofings were blown down. Two
men narrowly eseapeill as two houses
in building were demelished and a
worthy newro man and uis mule were
erushed beneatl a blown down barn.
Mr. Don Seott and his horse and
buggy were blown from the rond and
the buggy was wrecked while he and
the horse eseaped.

Storm Damage Serious,
Washington, N. ., Specinl.—This
city was visited Wednesday after-
noon petween 2 and 3 o’clock by a
very sevare wind and hail storm that
swept cver the lower part from the
water front in an easterly direction,
the wind attaining a velocity of
about 65 miles and doing consider-
able damage. Five large smoke stacks
of the Kugler Lumber Company
plant were blown down causing an i
estimated damage of $3.000. Thae '
Moss Planing Mill sheds and kiln
were demolished ; damage $1,000. The

Banner Lumber Company’s sheds
and stacks, £500. Farren & Co.,
canning faetory stack. $£100, The

sloop Cassic was blown ashore high
and dry on the banks of Pamlico
river. At the Kugler Lumber Com-
pany, a large section of the mill roof
was lifted up and earried a distanee
of seventy-five wvards across the
street,

Train Blown From Track.

Wilmington. Special.—J. B. Foun-
tain, of the Atlantic “%st Line, is
advised that Wednesday afternoon at
2:30 o'clock, while a  Wilmineton-
bound freight train of 65 ecars was
standing at a water tank at Dudley,
a short distance this side of Golds-
boro, a gale of wind of evelone pro-
portion struck the eentre of the string
of cars blowing six of them, all emp-
ties, elear of the main line and one
on the track, blocking traffic for fous
hours. No one was injured and the
was no freight loss. A wreekinge eye ¢
was sent from Wilmington #Hd e -
pected to have the line clear by night.
So far as could be learned there was
no property damaged in the country
round about.

Darkness Overshadowed Rocky Mount
and Rain, Snow and Hail Fell.

Rocky Mount, Specia’.—The most
peculiar storm in the history of this
section oecurred Wednesday after-
noon. Rain, hail and snow fell and
dark clouds overshadowed the city at
2 o'clock. Lamps had to be lighted
in many instances while places of
business were foreed to cease on ae-
count of darkness. Passenger trains
Nos. 48 and 89 were operated into the
city with headlights and all cars
lighted as at night. For the hour of
day with the exception of eclipses it
was the darkest time ever recalled by
the oldest citizens. All forms of
lower animal life prepared for night
and chickens went to roost,

One Fatallity in Sampson County

Wind Unroofs Houses,
Clinton, Special.—A severe wind
storm swept over this seetion short-
ly after the noon hour Wednesday. A
number of houses were unroofed and
some blown down. A tree was blown
upon Jackson'’s saw mill, four miles
west of Clinton, and Ben Sutton, a
negro man was crushed to death by
it. The country store of Robert Crum-
pler is reported blown down.

Bevere at Fayetteville,
Fayetteville, Special. — The sever-
est wind, thunder, rain and }ail storm
in recent years visited vetteville
and this section Wednesday. As a
result all the cotton mills here using
the Buckhorn power have been com-
pelled to suspend operations tempor-
arily, though what damage was sus-
tained at Buckhorn is not known
here.
